HIS; ACCEPTANCE IN DOUBT 


Declined Last Night to Announce 
His Decision—Has Refused 
. Two Other Bishoprics. 


‘ BUFFALO, June 5.—The Rev? Dr. 
William T. Manning, rector of Trinity 
Church. New York City, was chosen 
this afternoon as the Episcopal Bishop 
of Western New York to succeed Bishop 
whl D. Baker, who died two months 
ago. The diocesan council understands 
that Dr. Manning will accept the elec- 
tion, although he is now rector of the 
largest and richest Episcopal parish in 
the world, and will have to sacrifice a 
salary of $20,000 for one of $6,000. 

Three ballots were taken, and the 
election was made unanimous on the 
fourth. Dr. Manning’s strongest com- 
petitors were the Rev. C. F. G. Wrigley 
of Brooklyn; and the Rev. W. A. R, 
Goodwin of Rochester. 


Dr. William T. Manning said to a 
Timms representative last night that he 
was entirely unable to say as. yet 
whether he would accept the election to 
the bishopric of Western New York. 

“TI have only this moment. heard that 
I have been: selected,” jhe said, *‘‘ and 
am unable to ‘make any statement on 
the matter at all.” 

Dr, Manning has aay. refused at 
least two bisho: rics. While serving as 
the rector of Christ Church, Nashville, 
he might have been Bishop of Ken- 
tucky, but preferred his other post.

Dr. Mayo Tells American Medi- 
cal Association That Life 
Must Be Conserved. 


ARMY TO BE HEALTHIEST 


Permanent Prohibition Advocated— 
.. Delegates Discuss Insanity and 
infantile Paralysis. 


Because its réle in‘the war brings to 
America ‘the making of ‘world history 
for the next two generations, Dr. 
Charles H. Mayo. of. Rochester, Minn., 


‘I the Wworld-farnous surgeon, as.the in- 


coming President of the American Med- 
ical Association, told’ the medical pro- 
fession .of the country in an address 
last night to throw away any belief 
that there was any other nation supe- 
rior to. this in medicine. or anything 
else, to make it true that no other na- 
tion equaled -this in progress, and: to 


to lead the world in every calling. 

As a foremost step he advocated na- 
tional prohibition, not only for war, but 
for peace as well. The 1,500, delegates 
to the national convention of the asso- 
ciation in the Waldorf-Astoria ballroom 


that the doctors form a fighting phalanx 
for prohibition. Dr. Mayo urged that 
the ‘‘ ddctor’s prescription" .be thrown 
into. the waste basket... Medicine, he 
said, no longer. needed. alcohol, for it 
had something better. 

He’ advocated that a medical officer 
be made at once a’ member of the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet;. urged greater conserva- 
tion of life in this country, as made nec- 
essary by the war, and advised doctors 
and all professional men to stop talking 
about the supremacy of other nations in 
science, a Supremacy that didn’t exist, 
he declared, adding, ‘* Tongue-control 
will. do this nation more good than 

birth-control." Dr.. Mayo cailed upon 
all medical ‘men to respond to their 
country’s need in, war, 

His address came as a surprise to his 
associates; who knew him as a mild- 
mannered sur, nm, skilled with the 
knife, but not. as an orator. The 
speech, biting in its treatment of those 
whom he blamed for retarding the coun- 
try, glowing in its prediction of what 
the country was to-accomplish and vig- 
orous in.its appeal, brought prolonged 
“Tre at many times. 

This has been a country of, the de- 
velopment of the individual,’””’ Dt. Mayo 
said. ‘‘ The efficiency of a, ‘nation needs 
a crisis to bring it.about. That crisis 
is heré. We have been building monu- 
ments for those who -havé excelled in 
the accomplishments of soft peace. Now 
we are going to build some more monu- 
ments to soldiers. The great advances 
of the world’s history Ah oy been asso- 
ciated with war. 


Need of Manhood Resources. 


Speaking of the heed of conservation 
of life in this country. Dr. Mayo said: 

‘“*In the past immigration has brought 
to us millions of workers. t has been 
found. easier; in industry to let Europe 
supply new men than to guard the lives 
of our workers. But the time has come 
when we must build up and ard our 
own people, when-we can no longer re- 
place men with the old-time ease. The 
economic. value of a life to the com- 
munity is greater than ever before.

* WE STAND WITH FRANCE. 

On the same day comes from two 
capitals the news of an irrepressible 
conflict between ideals. From. Petro- 
grad the Workmen's and Soldiers’ 
Counell sends to the Socialists and 
la@or, union men of all nations an in- 
vitation to join in the peace conference 
at Stockholm; from Paris comes the 
resolution of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, passed by Socialist votes as well 
as other votes, refusing to consider 
peace except on the terms it defines. 

The Council repeats its demand for 

“ peace without annexations or indem- 
nities.” The Chamber demands “ the 
return of Alsace-Lorraine to the moth- 
“er country, together with liberation 
“ of invaded territories and just repa- 
“ ration.for damage.” ‘The Council de- 
claims about “ the rights of nations to 
décide their own destiny "; the Cham- 
ber points, as if in eloquent commen- 
tary, fo “ the unanimous protest which 
“ the ‘representatives of Alsace-Lor- 
“raine, torn from France against 
“ their will, have made to the National 
Assembly.” Is the right of Alsace- 

Lorraine to decide its own destiny not 
to be considered because Alsace-Lor- 
tainé is not a nation? Here a atern 
faet punctures an empty declamation. 

The Council holds that peace can 
only be achieved by a union,of “ the 

“Socialist labor parties and. trade 
“unions in all countries, belligerent 
“and neutral,” to stop the war where 
it stands. The Chamber, defining the 
kind of peace it wants, holds a differ- 
ent view of the way to achieve it; it is 
“confident that the Government will 
“ bring this about by the co-ordinated 
“ military and diplomatic action of all 
“ the Allies.” . 

One statemtnt answers the other. 
The conflict is at every point. The 
Council purposes to stop the war, leav- 
ing Germany the victor, Germany in 
position to renew it more terribly the 
moment she has had a breathing spell, 
Germany with her determination to 
subdue the democracies of the world 
undiscouraged by defeat. The pur- 
poses of the Chamber are given by 
Premiey RrsoT, and they are in direet 
conflict: 

Appealing to what has been said by 
the President of the great Republic of 
the United States, we wish to establish 
in stable fashion justice and right for 
all nations, guarantees. for, tomorrow, 
for our chfldren, against the renais- 
sance of barbarity. 

With this view, not with that of the 
Council, the American Government is 
in agreement. This country fights not 
for a truce and the renewal of the war 
by a flushed and exultant Germany;. it 
fighte to establish “in stable fashion 
guarantees for tomorrow.” Our belief 
is the same as that of France, that 
this cannot be brought about by a con- 
ference at Stockholm in which every 
country but Germany offers conces- 
sions, but by “ the co-ordinated mili- 
“tary and diplomatic action of all the 
“ Allies.” That word “all” yet in- 
cludes: Russia; for, despite the fact 
that the Council is still dominant in 
the momentary Russian Government, 
the Council is not yet Russia.

NO TOLERANCE FOR TREASON. 

The time has come for strict inter- 
pretation and prompt enforcement of 
the laws of this country relating to 
treason, sedition, and conspiracy 
against. the Government. The De- 
partment of Justice is to be congratu- 
lated ‘on the success of its precautions 
against treasonable interference. with 
the registration for the selective draft, 
The Attorney General tqok note in 
time of well-devised plans to meddle 
with the registration, and used all the 
facilities of the department, working 
in co-operation with State and munict- 
pal Governments, to defeat them. 
There is a general feeling that all the 
Persons engaged in ‘this kind of mis- 
chieft-making should be taken in cus- 
tody. But the Department of Justice 
is probably wise in refraining from ar- 
rests where there is no certainty that 
sufficient evidence can be obtained to 
convict the accused persons on a spe- 
cific charge. There is né doubt, how- 
ever, that the inclination of the Fed- 
eral Government to be lenient with 
avowed agents of the country’s. ene- 
mies has been carried too far. 

Not all-of the mischief-makers are 
spies. Many of them are merely 
. | crack-brained agitators really ignorant 
fof the gravity of thelr offenses. They 
have had too much Hoense fn. the past. 
The men now in custody on a charge 
of. emuggling military tnformnatfon of 
value to the enemy out of this country 





cases. . 

The German propagandists are still 
at work in thie country. It would be 
folly to assume that many of our ideal 
malcontents; pacifists, anarchists, So- 
Cialists,-.or whatever they may call 
themselves, soap-bex orators, and dis- 
tributers of circulars and pamphlets, 
are in the service of Germany. Few 
of them are competent to earp a living 
even by treason. They know mo coun- 
try and no-ldw. But there are still ac- 
tive secret agencies in schools and col- 
leges, among industrial workers, which 
must be suppressed before their evil 
influence further corrupts the youth of 
this country. in a time of peril toler- 
ance of persons who defy the ‘law for 
any reason whatever is ill-advised. 
Order must be preserved at while 
we have large enterprises to deal with 
abread. A passage in a decision ren- 


Justice -GREENBAUM, relating to cor- 
rupters of social morality, applies 
equally well to the malefactors who 
aim to destroy the patrictismm of 
American youth: 

If the ignorant and uninformed are 
to: be educated by being told that the 
laws which they do not like may be 
defied, .and that lawbreakers deserve 
to be glorified as such, there would be 
a sorry future in store for human Iib- } 
erty. 

The false idea that it is the privilege 
of every ceftizen of a democracy to do 
at all times just as he pleases ‘under- 
lies much of agitation against our mili- 
tary preparations. ‘Obedience to the} 

law must be insisted upon. The spies! 
and conspirators whose machinations 
the noisy. efforts of the uninformed 
malcontents serve in a way to cloak 
must be rounded up and brought to 
justice. It is the duty of every good 
citizen to communicate to the proper 
authorities any evidence of sedition 
that comes to his notice. He may be 
mistaken, but nobody will be injured 
in that case. Stern justice must be 
accorded to the enemies within our 
borders who are plotting mischief. 


SHADOWY CONCEPTS. 

Some of the comments on the Gov- 
ernor’s action in signing both the bills 
relating to the west side improvement 
do him a manifest injustice. * ‘The 
Legislature. passed the Ottinger bill 
giving the Public Service Commission 
joint authority with the Board of 
Estimate to “comé to some = agree- 
ment with the New ‘York ‘Central 
Railroad about the proposed changes; 
it also passed the Green bili au- 
thorizing a “ broad and constructive 
“ inquiry and report to the Legisiat- 
“ure upon the entire matter.” Super- 
ficial observers, not comprehending 
the spirit amd tendency of this legisia- 
tion, pointed out that the Governor 
was inconsistent in signing both bills. 
If the Ottinger bill, which ¢ontem- 
plated the actual doing of the work, 
was signed, it was unnecessary to sign 
the Green bill, which provides for in- 
quiry in its nature preliminary to the 
doing of any work at all. 

Governor WHITMAN knew what he 
was about. The Ottinger bill took the 
exclusive control of the: matter out of 
the hands of the Board of Estimate 
and brought the Public Service Com- 
mission upon the scene with changes 
in the law which appegr to make it 
impossible: to carry out the improve- 
ment. That is what* wns intended. 


in its attempt to solve a problem to 
which has beeri given four years of 
study, resulting in an agreement 
greatly to the advantage of the city 
and its people. -But while this repre- 
sented an important political gain to 
those who had engineered the move- 
ment, it was felt that the Public Serv- 
ice Commission could not very well 
engage in the further political work 
contemplated without attracting a dis- 
agreeable amount of public attention.

Indif- 
ferent to the loud~fishho f public 
clamor, they will shape their investi- 
gation in a manner most likely to fur- 
hish good campaign material against 
the present administration, to the end 
that Tammany may be returned, to 
pqwer, affected, of course, with a 
lively sense of gratitude to the Brook- 
lyn Republicans, and some from-Man- 
hattan, too, who by bringing the west 
side project” into politics will .have 
contributed to’ the triumph of the Wig- 
wam in the Fall elections. 

The Green bill was complementary 
to the Ottinger bill. Both were neces. 
sary and the Governor knew it. The 
“ dark forces ” were interestéd in both, 
and Mr. WHITMAN was little likely to 
disregard thelr mandate. He has been 
consistent throughout. In the memo- 
randum accompanying his signature on 
the bills he says that “ the suggestion 
“that the bill violates some shadowy 
“ concept of municipal home ‘rule ” is 
without basis.

A Mother's ‘Soktdones and Wer 
Reasons for It. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

At the time of the Spanish war our 
youngest son, just past 21 years of age 
and well established in one of the great- 
est business houses of New York, Lon- 
doh, and Paris, surprised me by saying 
one day, *‘ Mother, I want to enlist.””- . 

Protesting vehemently, after the man-/ 
ner of mothers, I told him of the army 
of the unemployed, who should go to 
Cuba -first, those detached, unadjusted 
men of whom the country was full. 

He was very restless and unhappy all 
that week, and when he came the sec- 
ond time, saying, “It will break my 
heart to have to go to war without your 
consent—please give it to me,’’ I replied, 
** Son, such a sacrifice is unnecessary 
now. Wait for a later call and go on 
with your business career.’’ 

With flashing, darkening eyes came 
these words: “‘ Mother, I feel if the coun- 
try needs any one at all it needs me.”’ 
When I said “‘ You have had a sheltered 
life, you cannot endure the hardships; 
but I suppose you are thinking what 
others can endure you can stand,” he 
replied, ‘‘ Oh, no, mother; I shall go 
knowing what others cannot stand I 
can.” 

He went, getting transferred from one 
regiment to another, ordered to the 
front; He was in the charge up San 
Juan Hill, fought in the trenches, had 
yellow fever, and was on the verge of 
starvation again and again—nearly two 
months without a change of clothing, 
&c., but never complained. After his

Baron Rosen’s Peace Overtures. 
To the Bdttor of The New York Times: 

Baron Rosen, a good friend of mine for 
many years, is reported in today’s NEW 
Yore Times as suggesting a diplomatic 
conference with the Allies and the United 
States In order \to determine a possible begis 
for peace with the Central Powers. Cértatgly 
everything that Baron Rosen- proposes de- 
serves serfous attention. If was le who, 
fully a- year in advance, predicted this ter- 
rible war in his speech delivered in the Coun- 
cil of the Empire, when he warned his coun- 
trymen of the German perfil, Baron Rosen’s 
chief reason for his suggestion Is that as now, 
after three years of desperate struggle, there 
fs no hope for either side to crush the other, 
the war promises to develop into.a slow pro- 
cess of general exhaustion of both sides. 
Hence hig proposition, 

- With all due respect to Baron Rosen’s fore- 
sight, we may ask if there is just now, in- 
deed, any hope for a compromise peace set- 
tlament between the belligerents? I am afraid 
there is no reason for such a hope. In France 
and Great Britain they thoroughly understand 
that there can be no security and no peace in 
Burope, and indeed in the world, 60 long as 
Katseriem and Prussian militarism remain 
ee at home; that a compromised peace 
would be just @ truce, a postponement of 
definite settlement. Therefore both for 
France and Great Britain the watchword yet 
holds true, “War to the end.’’ It is true 
Russia is paralyzed for the time being, but 
she may soon recover her wonderful vitality. 
And the Baron should not overlook the fact 
that the United States has just entered the 
field,* not in order to urge a patched up 
peace settlement, but to help Europe to get 
just conditions fer a durable peace, to clear 
ground for the safe and free development of 
democracy everywhere. And the German Gov- 
ernment, unless crushed on the battlefield, 
cannot accept a compromise peace, for the 
German people would not tolerate the Kaiser 
and tig Generals returning home empty- 
handed. ‘They want only-a German peace 
as long a8 the German Army, millfons strong, 
ts yet intrenched fn, enemy soll. No, ‘un- 
ly, the hour for peace has not come 
yet.
